science and Revelation, ho said, all alike 
Caught that tha wroth of God muat abide 
upon the. Impenitent. Therefore he 
entreated nil to repent, believe and be 
saved. After tbe edrvloe perhaps a 
thousand persons, locludlog many chil¬ 
dren, took the General’s hand, to all of 
whom he spoke with tbe greatest kind¬ 
ness and cordiality. Tbsre was noibl- g 
partisan In what be said. He related 
that he had Just met President Roose¬ 
velt on the battlefield of Gettysburg, 
where be and Gen. Diulel E. dickies 
were present, the only surviving oorps 
commanders who participated In tbe 
battle. He spoke kindly of tbe Confed¬ 
erate* a In recognition of tbelr bravery 
and fidelity to tbelr adopted cause. 

However history may Judge of tbe 
military ability of Gen. O. O. Howard, 
the value of ble eervices and the bril¬ 
liancy In general of bis public career, 
his oonsplculty as a general baa doubt¬ 
less been obscured by hla prominence ea 
a philanthropist, educator and evange¬ 
list. Thin does not seem to trouble him 
nt nil. In alluding lest Sunday to some¬ 
thing—perbapa service for tbe weak and 
poor, which some might fear would 
•‘stain tbelr esoutabeou’*—be said,‘-Let 
tha escutcheon take oars o( Itself." In¬ 
deed, for a simple, manly, earnest, ten¬ 
der Christian address, without prstsnoe 
and without demonstration, that opeo- 
air talk to a larga col. course In tbe East 
Orange park could hardly have been ex¬ 
ceeded. Hla left, bis only, band was 
aomatlasaa thrust late hie ttoueere pock 
eta, but often raised In animated gesture 
aa be preeeoted the love of God to Hla 
earthly children. And at sueb time# hla 
whole person seemed to J'tlo In tbe Joy¬ 
ous and eager appeal. Most touching, 
and svao thrilling, waa It to see so much 
ef tbe other arm, tbe right arm. aa bad 
not been left at Fair Oaks, from tbe 
shoulder half-way dowo to tha elbow, 
beatlog In sympathy with tbe whole

But It Is iaisnded to show that no hu¬ 
man being, however conspicuous lo 
public life, however IllUsUloue lo peace 
or lo war, for authorship or statesman¬ 
ship, lu achievement, or In fame of soy 
kind, need be debarred from the uu- 
•peskable privilege aud tbe Immeasura¬ 
ble boool of speaking, out of s full 
heart, lo tbe utmost simplicity, /or God, 
for Christ, aud for souls. We shall be 
here oo earth hut for s short time. The 
path of glory, as well as sll others, lead 
hut tu the grave. Washington, Lincoln 
and Webster would uol have been less, 
but greater. If they bad, when opportu¬ 
nity waa uttered, warned men with tears, 
as Gen. Huward did last Sunday, to be 
lecouctled to God. Such things will 
become more common hereafter. The 
kings of tbe earth bring tbelr glory 
aud honor luto It. It was something to 
see tbe man who led a Corps at Abtlstam, 
and who chose the battlefield of Gettys¬ 
burg, eteudt >g under the stars sod 
stripes of a large It «g. after forty years, 
preaching to lost men Cl 'st and Him 
crucified, Undoubtedly Gen. Howard 
was tu prayer, as every Cbiletlau would 
be oo such so occasion, when be selected 
Gettysburg Undoubtedly he was guld¬ 
en1, as every Christian Is who reeks guid¬ 
ance. Tbe tslebls sod achievements of 
Geo. 0. O. Howard are not lo be'under¬ 
rated. It Is obvious that It was uo In¬ 
ferior juuug man wbo was spontaneously 
Intrusted by the government, aud by bla 
superior i deer*, w.lb commands of such 
momentous Importance at Antletam, at 
Cbaucellursville, at Gettysburg, at Look¬ 
out Mountain, at Missionary Ridge, slid 
over tbe light wlug of tbe army that 
matched from Atlauta to tbe sea—tbe 
mm whom Abraham Llnoolu selected 
fiom the whole army to cope with one 
of the most difficult qoeslluus, the care 
of tbe freedmen, that ever confronted s 
nation. But as a simple Christian b*, 
as well as every regenerate person, Is 
called tu something higher than any 
earthly authority esu coufer. As we 
saw him la.I Sunday he was lo tb- full, 
svsty Inch, -a kl*for General, and yet 
something higher and belter, an obedient 
sr-tvaut of Jesus Christ.
